Discrepancies In Hall's Statements 


Noted By FBI; Prosecution Will 


Be Left To State Of Missouri 


KflNSfiS CITY (RP) — The FBI filed a fugitive warrant 


here Thursday night for the arrest of Thomas-Marsh in the 
Bobby Greenlease kidnap-murder but said it had held up 
any nationwide hunt for him. 


In Washington, the official explanation was that Marsh 


has been charged with murder of the 6-year-old boy, but the 
FBI is not satisfied with the story of Carl Austin Hall who 
confessed he planned the kidnaping. Hall named Marsh as 
an accomplice and the one who shot the little brown-eyed 
son of multimillionaire Robert C. Greenlease. 


Both state and federal author- 
ities have said they doubt Hall, 
and Mrs. Bonnie Brown Heady, 
41, in whose St. Joseph, Mo., 
yard the boy's body was buried, 
had any accomplices. 


The FBI in Kansas City late 


Thursday filed information with 
U. S. Commissioner Charles A. 
Thompson that Marsh had fled 
across state lines to avoid prose- 
cution on a state murder war- 
rant. 


But in Washington, the FBI 


emphasized it is holding up the 
usual nationwide alert that ac- 
companies the filing of a fugi- 
tive warrant

PLYMOUTH, Neb. (Lincoln 
Star Special)—Although a man 
resembling Thorns* Marsh, 37, 
named as an accomplice in the 
Bobby Greenlease kidnap-slay- 
ing case, was reported seen In 
the Plymouth Cafe Wednesday 
noon, tiie possibility of the man's 
appearance here was ruled out 
Thursday by law authorities. 


A waitress who took 
the 


"stranger's order said she be- 
came aware of his likeness to 
the sought-after Marsh after 
seeing the ex-convict's photo on 
television Thursday. She knew 
rothing about Marsh or his im- 
plication in the Kansas City ab- 
duction case at the time the 
"stranger" was in the restau- 
rant and therefore paid no par- 
ticular attention to his physical 
appearance except to note tha,t 
he "was short, and acted like 
a dope addict." 
"He kind of staggered across 


the street" when he left the 
cafe, the waitress said. 


But before leaving the res- 
taurant, the "stranger" made 
peculiar remarks to the two- 
year-old daughter of the wait- 
ress who was playing In the 
building. His remark, directed 
to the child but audible to oth- 
ers in the cafe, was. "I think 
you're crazy," he waitress re- 
called.

Did Hall invent the s t o r y of 
Marsh s alleged participating in 
the kidnap-killing, or did Marsh 
actually have some hand * in it,

In view of these circumstances, 


the FBI said it is not advising 
local police authorities through- 
out the nation of the federal 
complaint filed against Marsh, 
nor is it issuing at this time the 
coast-to-coast "wanted" circulars 
which usually accompany a na- 
tion-wide manhunt. 


Groundwork Laid 


The unlawful flight complaint 


filed here, however, lays the 
groundwork for a n a t i o n a l 
search, if subsequent develop- 
ments warrant this. 


Hall and Mrs. Heady are. held 


in St. Louis on 5100,000 bonds! 
on federal charges of extortion,! 
but the government said it would 
turn them over to Missouri au- 
thorities for prosecution, either 
for murder at St. Joseph or for 
kidnaping at Kansas City. Both 
cities are seeking their custody. 


Death in the gas chamber is a 
maximum penalty u n d e r Mis- 
souri law for either crime. 
The government added another 
link in the case by putting the 
finger on Mrs. Heady as a prin- 
cipal in collecting the fabulous 
ransom. 
The FBI said it had found the 
woman's fingerprints on ransom 
extortion papers, showing that 
she had handled them. 
Hall has insisted Mrs. Heady 


was duped into taking part in 
the abduction, contending she 
was unaware of it at the start. 


Even as the Hall's story came 


under close scrutiny. Attorney 
Jeneral Brownell announced at 
Washington the couple would- be 
urned over to the state for pro- 
ecution. 
Charges of extortion h a v e 
een filed by federal authorities. 
The state has filed first degree 
murder charges at St. Joseph, 
VTo., where the boy's body was 
inearthed from a shallow grave.

'54 National Wheat Support 
Price Set At $2.20 Per Bushel 


WASHINGTON (IP) 
T h e 


Agriculture 
Department 
a n - 


nounced Thursday that it will 
support grower prices of the 
1954 \\heat crop at a national 
average of not less than $2.20 a 
bushel—or one cent less than 
th$ average rate for this year's 
crop. 
The 1934 minimum is 90 per 


cent of the current parity price 
of wheat Parity is a standard for 
measuring farm prices, declared 
by law to be fair to farmers in 
relation to prices they pay. 
The final rate for the 1954 


crop will be determined next 
July 1. If at that time 90 per 
cent of the parity price should 
be higher than $2.20, the rate 
would be increased accordingly. 


In no event, however, will the 


rate be below the $2.20 average 
announced Thursday. 
To be eligible for wheat price 


support in 1954, a producer must 
(1) be in compliance with his 
wheat acreage allotment and all 
other 1954 allotments which have 
been or will be established for 
basic commodities in which he 
has an interest on the farm, and 
(2) obtain wheat marketing 
quota card* lor all farms.-in the 
country on which he has an in- 
terest in the wheatjcrop. 
The first condffion'for obtain- 
ing price supports is somewhat 
tighten than previously an- 
nounced. Heretofore, supports 
were available for wheat if the 
grower complied with his allot- 
ment for this crop. 
Hereafter, a farm growing both 


wheat and cotton would have to 
comply with allotments for both 
in order to be eligible for price 
supports on 
commodities 
wheat, rice, tobacco and peanuts.

smashed windows oi the United States, British and Italian 
embassies hero Thursday night in angry protest against the 
decision to turn over Zone fl of the Iree territory of Trieste to 
Italian administration. 


President Marshal Tito's government denounced the 


British-flmerican decision and vowed to light it with "all 
measures at its disposal under the United Nations charter." 
The stone-throwing demonstrators broke windows on the 
first two floors of the U.S. Embassy, fin American Marine 
guard was struck on one arm by a rock when he went out to 
investigate, fl fellow guard estimated at one point nearly 
200,000 Yugoslavs were demonstrating.

Embassy reported: "M;my stones 
were thrown and many windows 
were broken.

The United States and Britain 


announced Thursday that they 
are turning over to Italy Zone A, 
including the port city of Trieste, 
which their troops have occu- 
pied since the free territory was 
established after World War II. 
The 4,000 American and 3,000

there are to be withdrawn ;md! 
replaced with Italian troops "as 
soon a:s practicable," it was an- 
nounced. 


The U.S. Stale Department ox- 


plained: "It is the firm belief of 
the two governments (the United 
States and Britain) that this step 
will contribute to the stabili/.a- 
tion of a situation which has dis- 
turbed Jtalo-YuKoslav relations 
in recent years."

Nebraska Here And There 


Tht drought emergency which confronts 


farmers and ranchers in Hitchcock County 
has been presented to Washington. • 


In the county there is need for 250 tons of 


protein feed per month, and 10,000 bushels 
each of corn and oats to keep 11,000 head 
of cattle and other livestock alive. Hitchcock 
reports that both rainfall and available pas- 
ture are 10 per cent of the normal. 


Now It should not take Washington officials 


too long to act on the showing. Cattle short 
on feed cannot wait, and the farmers and 
ranchers dependent upon livestock for an in- 
come cannot sit with folded hands. They have 
exhausted their resources or there would be 
no applications on file for emergency relief. 


It will be a little bit difficult to put Ne- 


braska's 1953 agricultural perspective in true 
balance. 


That not only is desirable but so important. 


The 1953 Nebraska wheat crop far exceeded 
expectations both in quantity and in quality 
—an estimated 83 million bushels of good 
quality wheat—a substantial increase over 
tht original estimate of 55 million bushels 
before the growing season got under way.

The Tree Has Grown 


A country that loves its anniversaries and 


is constantly observing some worthy "week" 
missed one such event of far-reaching im- 
portance, one that almost everyone has been 
personally touched by. This October is the 
40th anniversary of the federal income tax. 
Steady, there. Don't get carried away with 
joy. The noise will bother the neighbors. 


Neither 40 years ago nor today did the 


event occasion much of a stir. The original 
act was not even dignified by being treated 
separately. It was born as a provision in- 
cluded in the Underwood tariff act of 1913. 
It was not the first such tax. One such was 
applied during the War Between the States. 
It was an emergency measure, however, and 
of questionable validity. Actual permission 
was included in the Sixteenth amendment in 
1909. 


Today 80 per cent of the federal revenue 


comes from the income tax. Very few earn- 
ers are exempt from its demands. The an- 
nual collection runs into the billions. It has 
provided the dollar provender for the vast 
changes the times have brought to our na- 
tional establishment. 


But back in 1914 only 358,000 persons had 


to file returns and the new tax brought in a 
little more than $40 millions. A single per- 
son with an income under $3,000 and a mar- 
ried person whose income was under $4,000 
were exempt. Rates were only one per cent 
on net income up to $20,000 and two per cent 
on the next $30,000. The highest rate-was 
seven per cent. 


Facts Will Win 


It does not take an expert to divine that 


Nebraska's tax problem stems from an over- 
weight of levies on property and a form of 
exemption of other areas of wealth which 
logically should come in for their share in 
providing public revenue. It would seem an 
easy matter for public men of justice and 
intelligence to design a logical answer. 


But taxes do not live greatly in the area 


of logic. They run into powerful human in- 
stincts, acquisitiveness sometimes and con- 
cern for security at others, which come force- 
fully into play when-any attempt is made to 
change a tax formula. The subject is a hot 
potato and most people are more concerned 
with getting it handed off to an unsuspecting 
or defenseless neighbor than with sitting 
down to plan what to do with it 


But in the end Nebraska will not solve its 


problem that way. It will get nowhere trying 
to get taxes dumped on "the other guy." The 
facts of life sooner or later will force a prac- 
tical readjustment, after a good deal of con- 
tention.

Hits Political Snag 


THE NEIGHBORS SAY 


Is The Devil Rose-Colored Or Is He Bfacfc? 


WASHINGTON — Ex-Presi- 


dent Herbert 
Hoover, w h o 


stepped out of the White House 
just 21 years ago, came back to 
the room where he once held 
Cabinet sessions and was sworn 
in the other day as a member 
of the new commission on gov- 
ernment reorganization. 


After Justice Harold Burton 


finished giving the oath, Hoo- 
ver suggested that the first or- 
der of business was the election 
of a chairman and was promptly 
and unanimously elected to that 
post. He then said: 
"1 had expected that we would 


proceed to elect a vice-chairman 
at this time, but some difficul- 
ties have arisen, and if there is 
no objection I suggest that we 
Jet this go over until the next 
meeting." 


There was no dissent. 
Hoover did not explain what 


the difficulties were over the 
vice-chairmanship, but t h e y 
threaten to upset the otherwise 
peaceful calm of his commis- 
sion. Here is the inside story of 
what has happened. 


Hoover had planned to pro- 


pose Joseph P. Kennedy, ex-am- 
bassador to England, as vice- 
chairman. The vice-chairman- 
ship, he felt, should go to a 
Democrat 
and he considered 


Kennedy a good, safe anti-Ste- 
venson Democrat. But at the last 
minute, Sen. Homer Ferguson, 
Michigan Republican, came to 
him and said that he wanted to 
be vice-chairman. 


Ferguson faces a tough poli- 


tical race in Michigan, probably 
from Democratic Goy. "Soapy" 
Williams, and he indicated that 
the vice-chairmanship of the 
Hoover Commission would give 
him prestige in his re-election 
race.

Hoover was not too happy 


about this because he wanted a 
Democrat to be vice-chairman. 
And he was even more unhappy 
when he learned that if a Repub- 
lican was to be vice-chairman, 
several commission members felt 
he should be hard-working COB- 
gressman Clarence 
Brown of 


Ohio, the 
man who 
actually 


wrote the reorganization legisla- 
tion. 


Brown made it evident during 
the swearing-in ceremony that 
he has no great love for his 
GOP colleague from Michigan. 


"Look at him bootlicking those 


fellows as if he knew all about 
reorganization," the Ohio Con- 
gressman remarked as Ferguson 
posed for 
photographers with 
Herbert Hoover and Justice Bur- 
ton. "He wants that photo to 
help him in his campaign. 


"Yet that fellow," continued 


Congressman 
Brown, 
"didn't 


even read the reorganization bill 
before he tossed it in the hop- 
per." 


Brown referred to the fact 
that he personally had written 
the government reorganization 
bill and given it to Ferguson to 
introduce in the Senate. Tossing 
a bill into the hopper refers to 
placing it into the legislative 


basket or hopper in front of the 
presiding officer's desk in the 
House or the Senate. 
So Mr. Hoover is unhappily 


trying to unravel the question 
of who becomes his vice-chair- 
man before his next meeting on 
November 1G. 


NOTE—Actually, there prob- 


ably would have been no re- 
organization commission with- 
out Congressman Brown. Inside 
fact is that Eisenhower didn't 
want one, had appointed 
his 


brother, Arthur Flemming and 
Nelson Rockefeller as his own 
committee to reorganize the gov- 
ernment. But Brown came to the 
White House and reminded Ike 
he would have to get his reor- 
ganization 
through 
Congress; 


therefore he had better let Con- 
gress participate. Ike yielded.

IKE ON FARMERS 


President Eisenhower will per- 


sonally hit back at Democratic 
critics of GOP farm policies in 
an Oct. 15 address to the Future 
Farmers of America in Kansas 
City—his first major farm speech 
since taking office. The speech 
will have a two-fold purpose. 


The President will strongly 


support Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Benson, who has been hav- 
ing a rough time recently trying 
to cope with farm-belt unrest 
over skidding 
farm prices, as 


well as the blistering attacks of 
former President Harry Truman, 
former Secretary Charles Bran- 
nan. 


The White House wants to 


quiet the fears of GOP farm con- 
gressmen, who have become jit- 
tery 
about their re-election 


chances next year. 


Anti-Benson sentiment in the 


farm belt has led to persistent 
rumors that Ike will remove the 
agriculture 
secretary and scrap 


his farm policies, 
which 
are 
aimed at fewer government con- 
trols and more "self-help" pro- 
grams for the farmer. The Presi- 
dent's Kansas City speech will 
squelch these rumors. Actually, 
the 
President 
agrees 
whole- 


heartedly with Benson's decon- 
trol policies. 
He \vill say so in Kansas City, 


but will bring out that he does 
not favor any abrupt or - rash 
elimination of controls needed to 
guard against declining farm 
prices' and further recession in 
agricultural states. 


NOTE—Benson would have a 


rugged time getting any legisla- 


. tion through the next Congress 
aimed at pruning the price-sup- 
port program. For GOP members 
of the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee, led by Chairman Cliff 
Hope of Kansas, are aa strong 
for the 90 per cent of parity 
guarantees as are the Democrats.

While Hitchcock County's de- 


tailed estimate of drought relief 
needs sped to Washington, State 
PMA Committeeman Owen D.
